A. PREVIOUS REPORTS THAT RECENT PLANTATIONS OF 
OPIUM POPPIES WERE BEING SIGHTED IN THE OPERATIONAL 
AREA WERE CONFIRMED BY DEA OBSERVATIONS NEAR SAN 
JOSE DEL LLANO, SINALOA. 

B. A RELOCATION OF MEXICAN ERADICATION TROOPS TO 
DURANGO AND CHIHUAHUA, WHERE LARGE CONCENTRATIONS 
OF POPPY PLANTATIONS REMAIN TO BE DESTROYED, IS 
UNDERWAY. AGREEMENT TO PERMIT MILITARY TROOPS 

TO CROSS MILITARY ZONE BOUNDARIES TO WORK ON 
THE ERADICATION OF POPPIES AND MARIHUANA HAS 
RESOLVED MILITARY JURISDICTIONAL PROBLEMS. 
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C. AN INCREASE IN INTERDICTION AND FOLLOW-UP 
INVESTIGATIVE SUCCESSES OCCURRED DURING THIS 
REPORTING PERIOD, AS REFLECTED IN INTERDICTION

IN THE INTERFACE DESIRED BETWEEN COMPASS TRIP INTELLIGENCE
